The  villagers  of  Puncknowle,  population  100,  have  to  carry  their  water 
in  buckets  from  one  point  where  8,000  gallons  are  continuously  running 
cut  every  24  hours.  The  source  is  on  common  land  forming  Tulk' s Hill 
and  the  water  is  treated  only  by  a small  gravel  filter  bed,  A scheme  has 
ceen  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  including  construction  of  a 
00,000  gallon  capacity  reservoir  and  the  laying  of  3"  diameter  asbestos 
m.a  ins  through  the  villages  of  Puncknowle  and  Swyi'e,  and  the  hamlet  of 
V/est  Bexington,  supplying  a population  of  230,  A Public  Enquiry  into  this 
scheme  is  to  be  held  early  in  1950, 

The  Bridport  Water  Works  Company  is  the  largest  supplier  in  the 
district.  Their  statutory  area",  Th^addition  to  Bridport  Borough,  covers 
the  parishes  of  Allington  without,  Bothenhampbon,  Baadpole,  Burton  Bradstock 
Litton  Cheney,  Loders,  Shipton  Gorge,  Swyre , and  Symondsbury,  but  at 
present  the  Company  only  supplies  Eothenhampton,  Bradpole,  Burton  Bradstock, 
Chilcombe,  and  parts  of  Litton  Choney^  Symondsbury,  and  Allington  without. 
The  Company  has  granted  the  right  to  the  Council  to  supply  water  to  part 
of  the  parish  of  Swyre  in  connection  v;ith  the  Puncknowle  water  scheme  and 
it  has  been  approached  regarding  the  supply  to  Loders,  Shipton  Gorge,  and 
Chideock,  (as  augmentation  in  the  latter  case),  but  has  stated  that  water 
is  not  available  for  those  three  parishes.  Very  little  progress  has  been

The 
Council  hove  purchased  a new  3/4  ton  Bedford  Lorry,  which  has  greatly 
assisted  the  collections,  and  the  ’’Karrier  Bantam"  lorry  has  been  retained 
for  general  work  and  salvage  and  refuse  collections,  os  required.  Refuse 
is  dumped  into  old  quarries  at  Bennett’s  Hill,  Burton  Bradstock  and  Litton 
Cheney,  and  into  a disused  pit  at  Chormouth,  The  dump  situated  in  the 
old  quarry  at  Puncknowle  Rood  Burton  Bradstock  has  been  closed  for  all 
dumping  purposes,  and  arrangements  ore  in  hand  for  covering  in  this 
dump.

The  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act  1944  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  October  1949.  Under  this  Act  all  persons  carrying  on  the 
trade  of  Dairy  Farmer,  and  all  Dairy  Farms  have  to  be  registered  with  the  ' 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  and  every  Local  Authority  shall 
keep  a register  of  all  persons  carrying  on  the  trade  of  distributor  in 
their  district,  and  of  all  premises  which  are  used  as  Dairies,  not  being 
Da  iry  Farms  . 

8 Samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  analyses,  all  from  1 Farmj  3 passed 
Reductase  Test  and  5 failed. 

Data  received  from  the  County  Council  show  that  of  300  dairy  farms 
in  the  district,  61  are  on  the  Tuberculin  Tested  Register  and  11  are  on 
the  Accredited  Register  v;hile  228  are  producing  Ungraded  milk.  As 
stated  in  previous  reports,  milk  production  which  is  one  of  the  chief 
industries  in  the  area,  is  dependant  upon  a satisfactory  and  wholesome 
water  supply,  hence  the  necessity  for  a comprehensive  water  supply  to 
the  district.
